1 . The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

2. Claims 3,9,1 1 ,13-1 7,23,24,27-40,42 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 1 2, second 
paragraph, as being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the 
subject matter which applicant regards as the invention. 

Claim 3, "the explosive crystals" lacks antecedent basis in claim 1 . 
Claim 9, "the RDX crystals" lacks antecedent basis. 

Claim 1 1 , "the proportion of explosive crystals" lack antecedent basis in claim 
9. 

Claims 15, 16, "the HMX crystals" lacks antecedent basis in claim 9. 

Claims 23,24 depend upon cancelled claims. 

Claims 32-35 "the HMX crystals" lacks antecedent basis. 

Claim 36 is confusing because the claim sets forth "comprising explosive crystals 
of RDX, HMX or combinations thereof however require a specific amount of RDX 
crystals lower in the claim. It is not clear if RDX is required or not. Also claim 38 
requires RDX however it appears claim 36 already requires RDX. 

Claim 42 also sets forth "comprising explosive crystals of RDX, HMX or 
combinations thereof however require a specific amounts of RDX crystals and HMX 
crystals. The claim is not clear if both RDX and HMX is required or not.

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4. Claims 3,9,11,13-17,23,24,27-40,42 would be allowable if rewritten or amended 
to overcome the rejection(s) under 35 U.S.C. 112, 2nd paragraph, set forth in this Office 
action.
